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FOOTBALL  RESUME 


COVENTRY — Opening  the  season  against  this  strong  foe  proved  disastrous  to  the  light  Red 
Rider  squad  which  lost,  19-0.  Coventry  totalled  14  first  downs  to  Orrville’s  3,  gained  169  yards 
rushing  to  Orrville’s  37  and  161  yards  by  passing  to  our  58.  Coventry  recovered  no  fumbles  to 
our  two.  The  Riders  lost  only  25  yards  in  penalties  in  comparison  to  Coventry’s  60. 

RITTMAN— The  second  game  of  the  season  was  much  more  promising  for  the  Riders  who 
lost  26-12.  Rittman  gained  14  first  downs  to  Orrville’s  seven,  387  yards  to  our  67  by  rushing, 
and  no  yards  by  passing  to  our  142.  Rittman  recovered  no  fumbles  to  our  one,  and  suffered  35 
yards  penalized  to  our  10. 

LEETONIA — You  probably  remember  the  undefeated  Leetonia  team  and  their  multitude  of 
followers  who  descended  on  Orrville  to  trounce  the  Riders  32-0.  They  gained  16  first  downs  to 
Orrville’s  two,  349  yards  by  rushing  to  our  30,  and  17  yards  by  passing  to  our  15.  Both  sides 
recovered  two  fumbles  and  Leetonia  received  25  yards  in  penalties  to  our  none. 

DENNISON — For  the  fourth  straight  loss  the  Riders  bowed  to  Dennison,  33-13,  Dennison 
totalling  13  first  downs  to  our  12,  gaining  348  yards  to  our  199  by  rushing,  and  31  yards  to  our 
102  by  passing.
